With construction of the Colo­ 
rado' aqueduct completed, the 
board of directors this week 
notified the Reconstruction Fin­ 
ance Commission that it would 
not market the last $25,000,000 
of the $60,000,000 block of bonds

for wnicli the P.. F. C. gave Its 
commitment some months ago.

This means that approxi­ 
mately $37,000,000 remains of 
the $220,000,000 bond issue 
authorized by the voters in 10 
Los Angeles county cities 10 
years ago. This sum will be 
available to extend the distribu­ 
tion system to any other cities 
that may join the district, to 
make repairs that might be re­ 
quired or for emergencies.

With the delivery to its 10 
member cities in this county 
and 3 member cities in Orange 
county, the district will begin 
to receive revenue. Much of 
this will go to the authority op- 
orating Boulder dam, since the 
water district will use 37 per 
cent of the dam's electrical out­ 
put to raise the water from the 
lake behind Parker dam in five
